Apples and potatoes are both good 
succulent foods for cows if fed prop­ 
erly. 
When these products are fed to 
cows they are usually very cheap, and 
people feed them too liberally.

should 
be fed in about the same 
amounts as turnips or beets.

with a small amount, just a few, and 
gradually increase till each cow* 
is 
eating a peck at a feed.

Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 28.—A little 
five-passenger motor car service start­ 
ed less than three weeks ago in oppo­ 
sition to the street railway company 
has developed into a “jitney” service 
which now covers the whole of Kan­ 
sas City ani has branches to suburbs 
more than twenty miles from the bus­ 
iness section of town. 
More than HK) 
cars are engaged in the service, and 
there are nearly that many owners, 
either operating their own cars or 
leasing them to drivers. 
Strong complaints against the ade- 
quac3r of the street car service was 
responsible for the starting of the 
first “jitney’’, car. 
The plan of the 
originator, W. H. Miller, was merely 
to run his car during the rush hours 
in the moiling and evening. 
He pick­ 
ed out a route from Benton boulevard 
on Twelfth street^ to 
Main 
street, 
twenty blocks in a direct line. 
The first day 
demonstrated 
that 
there was a profitable all-day traffic 
to be had, and it demonstrated to the 
motor car owner that there was a big 
field for the “jitney” service, at five 
cents a passenger on a two-mile haul. 
The second day five other cars were 
in the service. Then owners of motor 
trucks jumped in and now there are 
more than IOO cars in service. 
A temporary station has been open­ 
ed at 1133 Grand avenue, from which 
all the cars start, and it is estimated 
that not less than 15,000 passengers 
a day are being hauled. 
Miller, who is a natural organizer, 
was picked out by the other drivers 
as a director Lor the Jitney Service 
association and a hired chauffeur is 
now driving his car. Mrs. C. M. Gib­ 
son, who quickly followed Miller into 
the business, driving her husband’s 
car, bas gone into the office as cashier 
while her husband has quit his other 
work to drive tho car. 
Several other 
women have gone into the business, 
driving their o*wn cars, and, while 
they had planned only to operate dur­ 
ing the rush hours, they found it so 
profitable they decided to drive all 
day. 
Meantime the market for 
second­ 
hand cars is booming and body mak­ 
ers are swamped with orders to con­ 
vert cars into busses to seat from 
six to eight persons besides the driv­ 
er. 
So great was the demand that 
one warehouse company, which has 
five moving vans, placed benches in 
the vans and started a long distance 
service over two of the main street 
car rentes. 
Despite the size of the vans and 
the heavy load, it was found that the 
vans made the trip downtown at a 
saving of ten to fifteen minutes over 
the street cars, even where an “odd 
and even service ’ is maintained, and 
the company quickly fitted its other 
vans with benches and put them to 
work. 
Each day new routes are put into 
service, aud during the lush hours 
now' the crowd around the station is 
so dense that other traffic has been 
interrupted, and 
street 
cars 
pass 
along with seats empty, until they 
are filled up at oilier street intersec­ 
tions. 
ir 
Hourly service, with 
half 
hourly 
service in the rush flours, Is main­ 
tained on an interurban line to Ola­ 
the, Kas., but nevertheless, and de­ 
spite the cold weather, a jitney ser­ 
vice has been inaugurated to Olathe, 
at the same fare charged on the inter­ 
urban, and apparently Is paying. 
Car service to Independence, an­ 
other suburb, is maintained on a five- 
minute schedule, w'ith a 10-cent fare, 
but the jitneys also have invaded this 
field. Motor busses are operated, and 
by using a more direct route, are 
making a profitable venture. 
The jitney service was inaugurated 
here in a period 
of 
cold 
weather, 
when the temperature went to below 
zero, but even on the coldest day, it 
is declared, the traffic showed an in­ 
crease over preceding warmer days, 
and it is believed by spring that fully 
500 cars will be in regular service, 
running on schedules over regular 
routes. 
Even now, an attempt 
is 
being 
made to work out a transfer system. 
As the service now is operated, all 
the cars run to a central station and 
persons who work a great distance 
beyond the station ride in the street 
cars. 
At present the jitney cars get all

J the passengers they can paul, any­ 
way, so that a transfer service is not 
necessary. 
However, an experiment 
in running “through” cars to points 
beyond the station js planned, and 
this may do away with the necessity 
of a transfer system for some time. 
The 
jitney 
service 
has 
already 
started a fight between the city ad­ 
ministration and the street car com­ 
pany, which was recently given a 
new 
thirty-year 
franchise 
through 
the efforts of the administration. Im­ 
mediately after the franchise was 
granted, the street car service was 
curtailed, and naturally, the city ad­ 
ministration is hearing the brunt of 
the complaints. 
Instead of putting all of its cars in 
service, however, the street railway 
company is attempting to get the 
city to drive the jitneys out of busi- j 
ness by requiring a high license. This I 
the city, according to the mayor, will j 
refuse to do—at any rate will refuse 
until the street car company makes 
some attempt to better its service to 
meet the requirements of its new’ 
franchise.
